RvLE I. The riſing of the Merc. preſages, in general, fair Weather; 
and its falling, foul Weather, as Rain, Snow, high Winds, and Storms, 
2. In very hot Weather, the falling of the Mercury indicates Thunder. 
3. In Winter, che rifing preiages Froſt; and in froſty Weather, if 


the Mercury fall three or four Diviſions, there will certainly follow a 


Thaw; but, in a continval Froſt, if the Mercury riſe, it will certainly 
ſnow. | | DD p 

4. When foul Weather happers ſoon after the falling of the Mercury; 
expect but little of it; and, on the contrary, expect but little fair Wea- 
ther when it proves fair ſhortly after the Mercury has riſen. 

5. In foul Weather, when the Mercury rifes much and high, and fo. 
continues for two or three Days before the foul Weather is quite over, 
then expe a Continuance of fair Weather to follow. 

b. In fair Weather when the Mercury falls much and low, and thus 
continues for two or three Day before the Rain comes, then expect a 
great deal of Wet, and probabiy high Winds, 

7, The unſettled Motion of the Mercury denotes uncertain and 
changeable Weather. | | 

8. You are not fo ſtrictly to obſerve the Words engraved on the 


Plates (though for the moſt Part it wil! agree with them), as the Mer- 


cury's rifiog and falling; for if it ſtands at much Rain, and then riſes 
vp to changeable, it preſages fair Weather, although not to continue fo 
long as it would have done, if the Merc. were higher, and ſo, on the 
contrary, if the Merc. ftood at fair, and fall ro changeable, it preſages foul 
Weather, though not ſo much of it as if it had funk down lower, 

From theſe Obſervations it appears, that it is not ſo much the Height 
of the Mercury in the Tube, that indicates the Weather, as the Motion 
of it up and down : Wherefore, in order to pals a right Judgment of 


what Weather is to be expected, we ought to know whether the Merc. 


is exactly riſing or falling, to which End-the following Rules are of Uſe. 

(iſt) When the Surface of the Mercury is convex, ſtanding higher 
in the Middle of the Tube than at the Sides, it is a Sign that che Mer- 
cury is then riſing. 

(2d.) When the Surface of the Mercury is concave, or hollow in the 
Middle, it is ſinking. And 5 

(3d.) When it is plain or level, or rather a very little convex, the 
Mercury is ſtationarß. e 

(ath.) When the Glaſs is ſmall, ſhake the Tube; then, if the Air be 
grown heavicr, the Mercury will riſe about half a Dwiſion higher than 


it food before; but, if it be grown lighter, it will fink fo much. This 


proceeds from the Mercury fiicking to the Sides of the Tube, which 
prevents the free Motion of It, until it be diſengaged by the Shock, 
Therefore when an Obſervation 1s to be made by ſuch a "!obe, it oug ht 
always to be ſhaken firſt : for ſometimes the Mercury will not vary of 
i own accord, until the Weather arrive which it ought to have predictꝭd.

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Comets (vulgarly called Blazing Start) were for ages

For this purpole they 
were ſuppoſed to be lighted up in the Heavens, and having 
blazed forth the tremendous tidings, were again extin- 


guiſhed.. Our modern aſtronomers have, by diligent ſtudy 


and ſtrict obſervation, however, found out, that they are 
planets created with the other parts of the ſolar ſyſtem, 
which run in very eccentric orbits, and whoſe periodical 
revolutions far exceed that of Saturn. And although the 
number of them, or their exact periods of return, for want 


of ſufficient data, cannot be yet aſcertained, yet there are 
ſufficient reaſons to convince us of the truth of their aſſer- 


tion. As | would produce nothing upon this head but 
from the beſt and greateſt authority, I beg leave to inform
